veniences of ranch living are yours while the family is 
small, and then, as it grows, the bedrooms upstairs add 
privacy and family protection. 

Split-Level Homes 

Popular today (and every day) is the split-level plan. 
All the features of one floor- living are enhanced by quiet, 
separate sleeping quartets, only a heart-saving half-flight 
above the living level. And usually you get the extra 
bonus of a second living room for the youngsters, or a 
recreation room fot all the folks on the lower level, just 
a few steps down. 

Ranch Split-Levels 

Another new, and justifiably popular plan that is winning 
favor all over the country, is the split-level home with 
the look of a ranch house. In addition to the popularity 
of the ranch-look, it is usually possible to build it on a 
narrower lot, because the levels go from front to back.

QUESTIONS FREQUENTLY ASKED- 

AND THE ANSWERS 



Do all blueprints fit F H A requirements? 

Yes. All plans are designed to meet FHA standards. 
Certain building codes and local ordinances sometimes 
vary for particular localities, because of climate or 
local customs. Minor changes that may be occasioned 
by these variations can be handled by your local con- 
tractor. FHA standard plans make it possible for you 
to obtain FHA-insured financing because the plans 
have met the exacting standards of the government's 
top housing experts. 

Do you furnish outline specifications? 

We do. With all plans we furnish — at no extra cost 
to you — specification sheets filled in by the architect 
showing all the important materials going into the 
house, describing their quality, and giving details of 
construction. These specifications will save you an 
enormous amount of time and labor, as well as money. 
They are the basis for the contract between you and 
your builders; or your guide, if you build yourself. The 
quality of materials and construction actually going 
into the house can be checked against this list, as con- 
struction proceeds. Specifications also will enable you 
to obtain the best possible mortgage terms. 



How can I figure a rough estimate of the cost to build 
the home of my choice? 

We cannot tell you exactly how much the home of 
your choice will cost. Each plan has been tested many 
times in actual construction, but prices vary so widely 
from area to area that only a local expert can give you 
fairly exact information. That means a contractor, 
materials dealer, or perhaps your local bank or build- 
ing and loan association. In general, costs are reckoned 
on a square foot basis; and in most areas these costs 
will range from $10 to $15 a square foot of living 
space; assuming that the work is contracted out. Costs 
also will vary with the extras you add to the plans, and 
the amount of work you do yourself — like landscap- 
ing, or decorating. 

In order to help you get a rough estimate of cost, the 
size of each house is shown by square feet of living 
area. Unless otherwise specified, this does not include 
porches, garages, terraces, etc., since many of these 
features are optional and, of course, cost less per square 
foot to build than the main dwelling. 

I like one of your plans very much but want to see 
what it looks like when it is built. Can you tell me 
where, in my neighborhood, I could see this house? 

We regret that we cannot tell you exactly where in 
your area you can see a finished house built from the 
plans you select. Most homebuilders intend to move 
the moment their houses are built. We don't get the 
addresses of the building lots from people who build 
plans. We would like to furnish this information, but 
under the circumstances only rarely can we do so. 

What are the advantages of an architect-designed 
house? 

A house designed by an architect who is a small 
home specialist has all the features that you look for 
and want. Comfort and convenience in living are 
planned within an attractive exterior. Every foot of 
livable space is made use of to your advantage. From 
a practical point of view, it is easier to obtain the best 
mortgaging and financing on such a house. If you 
should ever want to sell it, you'll get a much better 
price for the architect-designed house. It has extra 
value built in. 



I like one of your houses, but it would fit better on 
my lot if it were reversed— the garage on the left 
instead of the right, etc. Can I get reversed plans? 

If you desire, we will furnish reversed plans. If you 
find that a particular house plan would suit you — or 
your lot — better if it were reversed, we will (on re- 
quest) send some of the blueprints transposed as in a 
mirror. If you order four sets of plans, for example, 
we will send two mirror images, and two in the orig- 
inal position so that you can read the figures and 
. directions easily. Experienced builders and contractors 
find these blueprints entirely satisfactory to work 
from. 



Can you make changes in blueprints for me? 

Your contractor can make changes in dimensions on 
your plans, in most instances with little trouble. How- 
ever, if you wish to make serious alterations in the 
plans, why not look a bit further among our other plan 
books first? You may find exactly what you want in 
another plan, or you may find one that can meet your 
requirements with only minor changes, which can be 
made locally. 



Can I build my house of brick or concrete block, al- 
though the description calls for frame construction? 

If the house plan (or example) calls for frame 
siding, you can build it of brick, concrete block or 
other materials. Your contractor can do this easily; 
only the width of the exterior walls must be adjusted.

How can I obtain cost estimates for the plan which 
I like best? 

Only local experts can give you exact estimates of 
labor and materials. To aid you, a lumber check-list 
is included with blueprints so that exact quantities 
can be figured for the plan you select, in your own 
building area. 



I would like to have a utility room in the plan I like, 
but not a cellar. How can I do this with your 
blueprints? 

If the plan you choose calls for a basement but you 
would prefer a utility room, no serious problem arises. 
The space occupied by the approach to the basement 
and the basement stairway usually is big enough for 
the heating plant and water heater. Such a change can 
easily be made from our blueprints by your contractor. 

Conversely, the adaptation of a basementless plan 
to one with a basement can be made by your con- 
tractor.

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BRICK AND SHINGLE CONTRASTS 

Here's a modern plan with that "out of the ordinary" 
air that will please you. The exterior of shingles and 
warm brick is appealing to the eye, and will be easy to 
maintain. The front door is protected by a roof overhang, 
and the full length glass panel to the right of the door- 
way makes the entranceway definitely unique. The foyer, 
bathed in a soft, natural light from the glass panel, makes 
an ideal spot to welcome guests — and guests and hostess 
alike will welcome the coat closet. From the foyer there 
are steps leading to the raised living, dining and kitchen 
area. One out-of-the-ordinary touch is the railing which 
runs along one side of the living room, and gives an open, 
airy feeling to both the living room and the foyer. Corner 
windows in the living and dining rooms provide plenty of 
sunlight and make the most of the view. The kitchen is 
easily reached from the dining room or the hallway ; double 
sinks, a separate oven, and a place for a table, plus plenty

of cabinet space make this room something special. A 
few steps up from the hallway are three bedrooms and a 
bath. Two of these bedrooms have cross-ventilation; the 
master bedroom has two large closets — a separate storage 
area for both husband and wife make it easier to keep 
personal possessions in an orderly way. The bath may be 
reached from the master bedroom or the hall, a conven- 
ience for all members of the family. On a level with the 
front entrance is the family recreation room where a 
large double window in the front and sliding doors to the 
rear insure plenty of light for daytime activities. The 
sliding doors open onto a terrace which makes an outdoor 
extension of the room. A built-in bookcase, an extra 
lavatory, a half flight of steps to the furnace room under 
the living room, and a door to the garage add greatly to 
the versatility of this level. The comforts of multi-level 
living were never better than in this smart home.

Just under 25' wide, this charming rambler makes a home 
that is as gracious as any of its size anywhere, and of 
course, one that fits the narrowest of lots. The living 
room is not only richly proportioned, but it boasts a floor- 
to-ceiling window corner and a magnificent fireplace at the 
other corner, with its handsome brick chimney glorifying 
the exterior, There is a minimum of disturbance for the 
living room since the largest part of its area does not 
come within the traffic lane from the front door, and the 
kitchen has a good, side service entrance for deliveries 
and children coming in from play. A guest closet shields 
the dining room from front door drafts and the wide arch 
from the living room blends the two areas in the best 
tradition of hospitality. The kitchen incorporates plenty 
of counter and cabinet space and you 11 be glad that the 
new wall oven and range top burners are planned. The 
informal snack bar can be used as a serving counter for 
the dining room, or a partition can set off the dining area 
from kitchen in decorator distinction. The three bed- 
rooms are planned for comfort, with cross ventilation for 
the two at the back, and large closets. Bedroom 3 can 
do double duty as a den or study since it opens so con- 
veniently adjacent to the dining room.

As smart a house as you would ever find, this lovely 
home is designed to expand in the modern Cape Cod 
style.. A lovely, full height ranch window graces the 
living room, and in the ell of the dining room at the 
back there is another bright window for true, through 
ventilation. Here is the popular wide front living room 
hard to find in a 40 house. The proportions of the enter- 
taining area are superior to those in larger homes. The 
kitchen is at the back, supplying a cozy dinette corner as 
well as the convenient L-shaped arrangement of counters, 
cabinets and appliances. Back to back for plumbing in- 
stallation economy, the family bathroom is king-sized, 
with a double washbowl vanitory as an extra in the lux- 
ury class. Closets for the two bedrooms are really unusual.

Ail the most wonderful features of real, ranch house living 
are made part of this plan. Take special note of the mini- 
mum amount of precious space wasted on halls. Your 
contractor will tell you that this means real economy. 
This permits you to turn over almost 400 square feet to 
living and dining area, but so well planned that it's just 
a few steps in from the front door to reach the bedroom 
hall — no need to track up carpets. The door into the 
kitchen is accessible, too, without more than a few steps 
from the front door, and there's the extra convenience of 
the back entry that opens into a miniature vestibule lead- 
ing down to the cellar. A particularly convenient addition 
at a pin money price is the extra door into the bathroom 
from the service entry. There are two exposures in each 
of the three bedrooms to insure sleeping comfort for your 
family. There's a good-sized closet in bedroom 2, three 
large closets in the master bedroom, and two double, slid- 



ing-door closets in the third bedroom. The kitchen takes 
efficiency and step-saving into account in its arrangement, 
and there is a comfortable corner set aside for a break- 
fast nook built-in.

One whole wall is windowed, and a 
door opens to the covered porch, sheltered by the garage 
for casual outdoor entertaining. Particularly worthy of 
note on this level is the utility room that incorporates a 
full laundry area, with a door leading to service and dry- 
ing yard. But the real surprise is the stall-shower bath- 
room, with built-in vanity to provide a smart guest 
lavatory for the recreation area as well as a most con- 
venient second bathroom for the family. The three bed- 
rooms that promise sleeping comfort are reached from

The smaller home that includes four bedrooms in a 
moderate building budget deserves all the popularity it 
gets. It's a home that answers the needs of so many 
modern families. Here, in just about 1200 square feet, 
there are four, comfortable bedrooms, with the fourth 
adaptable to use as a den or study until it's needed as a 
full bedroom. The master bedroom is at the front, com- 
plete with a 5' walk-in closet and a private stall shower 
lavatory. The back bedrooms have alcove closets, while 
the fourth chamber has a 6' 6" unit with sliding door, and 
a coat closet utilizes the balance of this closet wall space. 
A wrought iron rail sets off the living room at the front 




door, and indicates a traffic lane that preserves the living 
space from tracking through. At the back is the kitchen 
( back- to-back with the family bathroom for extra econo- 
mies ) . A dinette corner is indicated, and it's larger than 
you'd imagine because the work area is in a space -saver 
L arrangement. The back door opens into a practical 
vestibule that leads right down to the cellar if you like, 
or into the kitchen or dining room, thus protecting the 
living room as much as possible. This is such a compact, 
practical plan that the three-bedroom family who want 
a den might consider it as well as those who need the 
extra sleeping space.

Smart simplicity with a wide open Western look is the 
keynote of this delightful home that was designed to 
make the most of a moderate budget. Noteworthy fea- 
tures include three good-sized bedrooms in the sleeping 
wing that opens to the right of the center hall. Here 
there is complete privacy and maximum quiet for sleep- 
ing, six large closets for storage and linens and a won- 
derful split-bathroom. You will notice that the extra 
lavatory can be used by the parents as a private bathroom 
accessible from their room and the second lavatory opens 
to the hall and includes a vanitory for guest use as a 
powder room. To complete the unit, the tub is in an 
alcove easily reached from the bedroom hall and from 
the master chamber.
